2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an International application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 19. 20, 22, 23, 26 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by newly cited Posa et al. Note the entire document, particularly Figure 4, 
Col 4, lines 54-61 and most particularly Col 5, lines 16-29. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



5. Claims 19-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Posa et al. The reference is again relied upon substantially as set forth above; in this 
particular rejection as rendering obvious a genus of adhesive tapes and rolls which 
feature an edge finding coloring agent(s) fomied by, e.g. suitable microcapsule stored 
color changing compositions such as dyes or materials which discolor either upon 
contact with other suitable materials or upon exposure to oxygen. With respect to the 
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various layered arrangements, rolls, presence of suitable adhesives and specific color 
forming agents (i.e. color former, color developer, etc.) these are each believed to be 
obvious modifications to one of ordinary skill, in the absence of unexpected results.
